1. We have been somewhat concerned with the potential scop® of j 

operational activity open to AECASSOWAHY 29 in Europe, only one aspect jj 

of which is clearly indicated in reference, and have attempted to avoid j 

expanding the area of this activity too far and too fast. We have in- I 

tended to Keep these operational activities within ©an&geablo limits in 

order to assure a more concentrated effort and a more efficient initiation ■ 

and development of REDSKIN oases, and in order to prove in a practical I 

manner that the basic principles underlying the utilization of ABCASSOWAFY | 

29 were correct. We wished also to test first hand tbs operational caps- | 

bility of AECASSOWAHY 29 by having him mount two or three REDSKIN operations \ 

under our direct control. For these reasons we limited at least temporarily I 

AECASSOWAHY 29' s activities to Germany except in a few cases where Head" f 

quarters directed additional activity. We appreciate the fact that it is I 

Headquarters' desire that AECASSOWAHY 29 should have the opportunity to I 

develop cases among the Ukrainian emigre groups, wherever they may be !j 

located, and we have no intentions of acting contrary to these wishes in 
due time. However, we do consider it our responsibility to establish f 

firmly the operational mechanism involving ABCASSOWARY 29 and to prove | 

this mechanism prior to any large scale expansion and utilization of this j 

mechanism. We will discuss the reference in detail in the remainder of jj 

this dispatch in light of this philosophy. | 

2. We consider that the referenced dispatch presents two basic and j 

separate problems s a general survey of the Ukrainian emigre groups in \ 

France, including the spotting of new leads, and the development, recruit- | 

We have no reason to doubt that these * j 
two problems are different in France than in Germany in general. A general 
survey, including spotting* oonsumes a great deal of time and effort and for j 
various reasons would not be carried out directly by AECASSOWAHY 29. but 

by collaborators of AECASSOWAHY 29 under his supervision and guidance, j

4. With the approach of the summer operational season feel omfldant ] 
that AECASSOWAJQT 29 will be very occupied in the training and briefing of 
agents located in Germany during th® late spring and early summar. Ife are 
somewhat reluctant to coaait AEC&SSO&JARf 29 new to perform identioal Shcctiaas 
in other areas which might materially reduce his effectiveness hare and actually- ] 
Jeopardise the productiveness of our own potential operations. On the other 
hand, we feel that AEGASSGWAHf 29 could be made available to the C 3 \
